In an interview with the “New 
York Times,” Mr. Allon said: “We 
don't accept the idea, a Palestinian 
state would not be viable. It would 
be expansionist at the expense of 
Jordan. It would be dominated by 
extremists who are looking to Mos- 
cow and thus bring the Russians 
to the outskirts of Jerusalem and 
sive the Russians access to the 
heart of Israel.” 


Asked whether contact between 
Israel and Jordan were now going 
on, the minister said: “We know 
what they have in mind and they 
know what we have in mind.” 


Be emphatically retterated Israel's 
rejection of any talka with the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO). The “New York Times,” 
quoting “informed Israeli sources,” 
said, however, that Israel might not 
object to the presence of PLO mem- 
bers in a Jordanian delegation at 
the Geneva peace conference. 


A high Israeli official in Washing- 
ton, who was present at the Allon 
interview with the “Times,” told 
The Post yesterday that Israel 
would oppose such a scheme because 
the PLO is committed to the des- 
truction of Israel. The official said 
Mr. Allon had proposed no such 
plan during the interview. 


Allon said if war does break out 
once again in the Middle East, Israel 
would not confine itself to “counter- 
attrition” and would also not allow 
the Arabs to determine “the type of 
war’ to be fought, but would strike 
back at once with all its new military 
might. There would not be another 
war of attrition, Allon said. 


While Mr. Allon was implicitly 
threatening heavy Israel counter- 
blows, if attacked, he pledged mode- 
ation in upcoming negotiations with 
the Arab countries, He added that 
“now is the best chance to get a 
political settlement in the Middle 
East, War is behind us and the fear 
of another war is in front of us.” 


Surprise at 
statement

This statement was regarded as 
Ὁ serious deviation from any policy 
approved by the Government and 
the Knesset and likely to com- 
Plicate Israel’s information cam- 
paign abroad. The forelgn minister’s 
statement is likely to be raised at 
the special Cabinet session being 
convened later this week to for- 
mulate policy on the eve of the 
new Middle East mission of U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. 

It was already clear that Mr. 
Allon's statements wil! stoke the fires 
of controversy as the parties line 
up for Wednesday's special Knesset 
session called by the Likud on Pre- 
mier Rabin’s own more balanced 
statement. Labour's Mordechai Ben- 
Porat said last night, “If indeed 
the ‘Minister ‘has said that 
Israel woukd accept 2 “Palestine 
canton” in a Jordan federation 
then this is simply not good sense.” 

A more heated response came 
from NRF’s Yehuda Ben-Meir, who 
sald Mr. Allon's statements contre- 
dicted the Knesset decision which 
at the time had rejected the Jor- 
dan federation notion. “Worse still, 
Allon has undermined the Govern- 
ment'’s own campaign to stand up 
against the wave of Palestine pro- 
paganda. By accepting the idea of & 
Palestine canton, Allon has opened 
the way for an independent state,” 


Congress cut aid bill 
at request of Ford

WASHINGTON, — President Gerald 
Ford personally asked members of 
the House and Senate conference 
committee to strike out an amend- 
ment to the continuing Foreign Aid 
resolution which had earmarked 

$550m, in funds for Israel. 

According to informed sources, the 
President told the conferees Dr. Kis- 
singer's visit to the Middle Hast 
would have been jeopardized by this 
increase in aid to Israel. The amend- 
ment — which had been co-sponsored 
by Senators Mondale and Humphrey 
and had the overwhelming support 
of the Senate — was killed on Thurs- 
day. 

Israel will now have to wait until the 
pending Foreign Aid dill is brought 
back to Congress for reconsideration 
— after the November elections — 
to receive the increasea in aid which 
the amendment had earmarked for 
israel, 


The amendment had contained 
$250m. in grant economic aid, $100m. 
in grant military aid, and $200m. in 
military credit sales. But the con- 
tinuing resolution --- if passed by 
both houses of Congress this week — 
has earmarked for Israel nearly 
$50m, in grant economic assistance 
and $300m, in military credit sales. 

It Is nearly certain when the pend- 
ing Foreign Aid bill is brought to 
@ vote after the elections that Israel 
will recelve the increases in aid. 

Although Israeli officials here were 
disappointed by President Ford's 
decision to lobby against the 
‘Mondele-Humphrey Amendment, 
they nevertheless understood the Ad- 
ministration's position. 

Under continuing resolution, neither 
Egypt nor Syria is eligible for any 
foreign aid because they were not 
included in last year’s programme. 
Since Israel was in last year’s pro- 
gramme, it will receive aid, but not 
85 much as it had hoped for.

RED BLUFF, California (AP). — 
Seventeen human skeletons, des- 
crfbed as “very old,” have been un- 
covered in a trench-like grave on 
8 ranch 20 miles south of here. 

Rolice said on Friday that the 
bones may be those of Chinese 
lzborers who worked in the area 
in the late 1800s. But officials said 
they would not attempt to pinpoint 
the age of the remains until the 
bones are analyzed by the Univer- 
sity of California's Anthropology 
Department, 

Deputy Larry Pritchard said 
‘workers at the Romlano Ranch 
were levelling previously unused land 
on the ranch to plant alfalfa when 
they uncovered the first skeleton 


on friday. 

“Approximately four feet under- 
ground they started digging up 
bones,” he said. “They appeared to 
have been piled on top of one another. 
It looks like a continuous ditch or 
trench-like deal stretching out 30 
to 40 feet,” he said. 

Pritchard said the site is about 
three miles from Vilna, now a tiny 
community of about 100 persons 
which in the late 18003 had a pop- 
wation of some 10,000 Chinese 
laborers.

Mrs. Sexton, 45, who was divorced 
recently from her husband Alfred, 
won the 1967 Pulitzer Prize for 
poetry for her book "Live or Die.” 
Many of the poems were about 
death.

Thais get new constitution 


BANGKOK (AP). ‘Thailand's 
interim National Assembly yester- 
day overwhelmingly adopted a con- 
troversial new constitution designed 
to curb the traditional political 
power of the military and bring 
the country into an era of demo- 
eracy. 

The assembly voted 280 to 6 for 
the draft, setting aside a ‘umber 
of objections in order to get on 
with electing and installing a new 
government after a year of turmoil 
following the overthrow of military 
strongman Thanom Kittikachorn. 

Assembly Speaker Kukrit Pramoj 
declared that noisy student protests 
against some provisions of the draft 
last month only proved there fs 
“a new dawn of democracy in Thai- 
land” after 42 years of on-and-off 
military rule.

Final round of talks next month 
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᾿ Israel optimistic over trade 
agreement with Common Market

BRUSSELS, — Israel's first round 
of negotiations with the Common 
Market on the creation of a Medi- 
terranean Free Trade Area ended 
here on Friday with both sides con- 
fident about an early agreement. 

Another round of talks, which 
seem Ukely to be final, will be held 
next month, tentatively on Novem- 
ber 18 and 19. The conclusive chg- 
racter attributed to the next meet- 
ing 1s confirmed by the decision to 
establish 2 joint committee to pre- 
pere & draft text for the agree- 
ment during the next few weeks. 

But, in spite of the mood of con- 
fidence about an early outcome to 
the negotiations, optimiem appears 
more marked among the Israeli de- 
legation than at Common Market 


who headed the Israeli team, said 
after the two-days of talks: "I am 
very satisfied. Now we are going 
xight on to work on the wording of 
the agreement, The next meeting 
will be the final phase before the 
signature.” 

But Common Market officials are 


the enforcement of the agreement, 

Five other countries --- 

Tunisia, Morocco, Spain and Malta 
— are all candidates to join a Com- 
mon Market-Mediterranean Free 
Trade Area.

Dov 
EKanterovitch, controller of foreign 
exchange at the Ministry of Fi- 
mance, argued Israel's case in this 
respect during Friday's session. 

‘The mandate for the Nine’s ne- 
gottations with Israel is based on 
Paragraph 113 of the Treaty of 
Rome which confines the present 
talks to trade, These conditions con- 
trast with those offered to the 
North African countries which, as 
associate members of the Common

Prospects for an early agreement 
between Israel and the Nine are 
enhanced by France's impatience to 
conclude the negotiations with its 
former colonies in North Africa, 
clearing the way for political talks 
between the Nine and the Arab 
states. 

‘The joint communique issued 
after the talks said: “During this 
negotiating session the two delega- 
tions ceried out a far-ranging ex- 
amination of the various parts of 
the agreement and explained their 


respective positions in the frame- 
work of establishing a free trade 
area and expanding cooperation be- 
tween Israel and the European 
Community. 

“These negotiations have made it 
Possible to note a complete con- 
vergence of views on many points 
under negotiation. The two dele- 
gations have agreed to reflect on 
certain questions which remain 
open and have noted that their 
positions have come close enough 
together for them to pursue their 
work on the basis of a draft text 
of agreement.” 

The joint communique concluded: 
“The two delegations congratulated 
each other on the progress that has 
been made and on the atmosphere 
of comprehension and cordiality 
which has marked this negotiating 
meeting.” 

Israel's need for o new trade 
agreement with the Common Mar- 
ket is accentuated by its rapidly 
deteriorating balance of trade with 
the Nine. 

Israel's imports from the Emro- 
pean Economic Community have in- 
creased from §$1,070m. in 1972 to 
$1,600m. in 1973. The projection 
for 1974 is $2,200m., equivalent to 
60 per cent of the tota! national 
import 8411.
